“TRAIL RIDERS.” ‘The very sound of the words 
brings the tang of woodland fire smoke, the crackling 
of burning twigs, the musical running and tumbling 
to streams slipping hurried!y down the mountain side 
to offer an early morning drink to thirsty campers.
